AN HEROIC REMEDY. 
Uhrig’s Cave Institutes Proceedings 
for Divorce from Block 929. 
—— 
| A Clever Bit of Strategy Which Wil, if 
Successful, Enable the Proprietors of the 
Cave to Secure a Liquor License Once 

Again~Already Passed by One House. 


An innogent-looking bill which passed the House 
of Delegated on Friday nigat had in it the elements 
of a sensation. Its humdrum title was not cal- 
culated to.arouse the suspicions of the newspaper 
men, and they entirely overlooked it. The bill is 
entitled, An Ordinance to Divide City Block No. 929 
Inte Two  Biocks,” and nobody is to 
be blamed for failing to see any 
startling seusation in such a document. When 
it is stated, however, that block 929 is the Uhbrig’s 


interesting- to every St. Louis an. Iu short this in- 
strument represents an entirely new phase of the 
war which has been in progress fortwo and one- 


balf ears between the proprietors of Uhrig’s Cave 
ao the po en rapidonte of that block, the former 
contesting for the maintenance of « saloon on the 
Cave premises, and the latter under the leadership 
of Rev. Dr. Eliot, contesting for its prevention. 
Early in 1882 Thos. McNeary secured possession of 
the Uhrig’s Cave prem ses, where a saloon and sum- 
mer zarden had existed since taat region was a sub- 
urb of St. Louis, The saloon license expired soon 
afterward and when Mr, McNeary applied for a re- 
uewal he was amazed by ihe discovery that there 
was an organized movement to defeat his applica- 
tion. The law requires that‘ in order to 
wal the issuance of a license the appli- 
cation for it must be signed by @ majority 
of the householders in the block on which the saloon 
is to be located, and Mr. McNeary found it un- 
possible to secure such a majority. It was 
AN APPALLING DISCOVERY, 

because he had made a heavy investment which he 
feltthat he would be unable to realize on, save 
through a continuance of the business as establish- 
ed, the “good will” of that business being a large 
consideration in his purchase. Strategy was resort- 
ed to, in order to make the petition show a 
majority of the householders, but it failed 

He continued to seli beer and liquors while his ef- 
forts to secure a new privilege were in progress, 
aud this so incensed some property owners that 
their opposition changed from a negative to a posi- 
tive form. Dr. Eliot invoked the aid of the criminal 
courts, and every time he could secure proof to es- 
tablisi the fact that a glass of beer had been sold 
he instituted a new proceeding in the Court of 
Criminal Correction age ast MecNeary, 
the orn being that of selling liquor without 
license. The first charge was sworn to in July, 1882, 


ing were 
On 11 he was fined 

again, and the finding was affirined by the Court of 
Appeals. At the same time many cases were 
being prosecuted in the Police Court under the 
city ordinances, each conviction being attended by 
an appeal. Up to date McNeary has paid $306 into 
the city treasury in fines and costs, aud cases m 
which he was fined a totai of $550 were appealed and 
ey dismissed. 

The fight was an unequal one and McNeary was 
finally compelled to succumb. He abandoned 
the sale of liquor and beer, and the large audiences 
which attended summer sight opera at Uhrig's 
Cave during the past summer were compelled to get 
along with soda water and iemonade. Tnough over- 
whelmed, McNeary was not conquered, and he 
gan to for the erection on a part of his 
premises of a tenement house, through which he 
could secure the coveted majority of householders on 
the block. He had reti from public gaze 
so long that the majority of St. Louisans had for- 
gotten all about the remarkable contest, but the 
pending ordinance wiil bring the whole affair 

BACK TO MIND. 

The block on which the Cave is situated is a very 
long one, nearly as long as two ordinary biocks.

The Court of Appeals A@irms the Sentence 
of the Court of Criminal Correction.

The Church of the Messiah and its 
Semi-Centennial. 


- — 


History of the Society and the Old Churehes | 
—Description of the Present Edifice— 
Names of the Pastors. 


Thursday morning at 11 o’c’ock the Church of the 
Messiah, Garrison avenue and Locust street, will 
celebrate not only the annual Thanksgiving. but 
a.so the fif ieth anniversary of the establishment of 
that church. The history of this organization, 
which runs back through the half century, most

The edifice is one which would ornament the 
proudest street in the proudest city. Situated on 
the nortbeast corner of Garrison avenue and Locust 
street, it rises severai feet above the surrounding 


streets, and occupies @ natural plat- 
form 135 feet square, the ground 
dexcending in terraces to the street 


It fronts on Garrison avenue on the west and its 
southern side is exposed to Locust street. The 
great resources of St. Louis were drawn upon to 
contribute its blue lime-sione as the element in the 
construction. Set in asiilar,it is relieved by horizon- 
tal string courses of smootialy rubved sandstone of 
drab color, which is alo empioyed 
to face the openings of window 
and door. The top of the graceful stone spire 
reaches 135 feet toward that heaven which the 
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beautiful room 's des.gned as an aid toreach. The 
entire interior wood finish of the church is native 
yellow pine. Three large windows in the porth 
transept are in memory of the iate 4iudson E. 
Two smaller ones are mementos 
of Emily Frances Partridge Eaton and 
Georgiana C. Louderman. The group of three ip 
the chancel brings to mind Evenezer and Theojine 
Richards. Two windows in the north naye are in 
memory of the late Henry S. Reed, and Edward Y.

FHE PASTORS.

Staples, and from 1865 to December, 1867, Rev.

The Republican press, with an unanimity as 
singular as it is suggestive, is at present engaged 
in assuaging the pangs of defeat by abusing the 
ablest member of the Republican party—Roscoz 
Conxiine.

A trim vessel was sent out from the same shipyard 
for the Italian Government, and there is not a first- 


class navy on the seas which hag not a number of 
ships fast enough to run all around these new cruis- 


ers we are just turning out. The fact is they are 
just about twenty years behind the day in the mat- 
ter of speed, and, as they are unkrmored and are 
to carry light armaments, they can claim ao other 
recommendation.

ncle Sam's new made humbugs. What show would 
they have against such av as 
the famous Devastation. which is encased 
in 15-inch armor and yet cao steam 16 knots? If

Eaten by an Individual 
in a Year. 
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Minister Foster’s Commercial Treaty 
With Spain—Its Effect on the Sugar In- 
' austry—Interesting Saccharipe Informa-

Wasnixoton, D. C., November 25.—‘I can tell 
you that the sugar growers of the South will make 
a very hard fight against the new treaty with 
Spain,” said @ gentleman just arriving here from 
New Orleans to your correspondent. “They feel 
that they are almost ruined now by the large im- 
portations of beet sugar from abroad. If the treaty 
with Spain making Cuban sugar duty free is con- 
firmed they feel that it will be the last straw, and 
that they can no longer stand under it.” 

“A pretty large-sized straw it would be, too, 
would it not?” 

“Yes; for our purchases of sugar from Cuba are 
half of our total importations in that line. We im- 
port now over $100,000,000 worth of sugar & year, 
and near one-balf of it from Cuba.”’ 

“What are the figures of this import trade?” 

“Well, the importations of sugar last vear were 
about $105,000,000 in value, just about one-half of it 
coming from Cuba.” 

‘And the duty?” 

“‘Was about 50 per cent on its value, so the duty 
collected on sugar was a little over $50,000,000." 


“And one-half that dnty was on Cuban sugar?” 

“A little more than one-half.” 

“So that if Minister Foster’s treaty is confirmed 
by Congress, removing the entire duty on sugar, it 
wiil cut out twenty-fiv@ millions a year from our 
customs receipts?” 

“Yes, more than that. Those are the figures now, 
when Cuban sugar must pay the same rate of duty 
as other (except Hawaiian.) Under this tariff the 
Cuban sugar, by foree of habit and short carriage, 
retains its footing to a considerable cegree, though 
the best sugars of Europe have been crowding it 
out. But open the doors for Cuban sugar free of 
duty, and of course it will stimulate the sugar indus- 
try of that island and discourage the importation of 
beet sugars. So thatin the long run it would cut 
down the revenue a good deal more than twenty-five 
millions. Then, too, by the proposed treaty Porto 
Rico comes in with the same privilege as to her 
sugars, and‘ :ey amount to about five millions a 
year in value and half as much in duty.” 

“and what will be the effect on the sugar growers 
of the South?” 

“Ruin. Uniess they can turn their attention 
to some other business it, must be ruin. Why they 
are only barely able to struggle along now against 
the beet sugars that are being imported into this 
country.’ 

“Are beet sugars becoming so common an article 
of use here?” ‘ 

“Yes; nearly all the handsome white sugar that 
you see sold im little square lumps—cubes I ought 
to have said—is beet sugar. They are makinz it so 
cheap in France and Germany now that they sel! it 
on the market in London at three centsa pound. 
Add the cost of transportation and duty. and it 
brings itup to only about five or six cents a 
pound, while all dealers bandie it without expeet- 
ing to make more than bare expenses on it.

“How many sugar manufacturers are there in 
the South?” 

“About three or four hundred only, and they 
would be glad to get out of it if they could see how 
to turn their investments to other purposes.” 

The latest figures attainable here show the im- 
ports to be about as indicated above. Of all the im- 
boone into the United States last year, amounting to 

667,000,000, that of sugar was greatest, being (in- 
cluding molasses) $103,884.274, or over 15 per cent 
of the total value of the importations. Of this 
SIXTY MILLIONS WORTH 

came from Cuba and Porto Rico, the islands from 
which sugar is under this proposed treaty to be ad- 
mitted free of duty. It is pretty evident that with 
the duty removed asto those islands they would 
import all the sugar which this country demanded 
outside the Sandwich Isiands and home produc- 
tion, 

_ Now as to the benefit this country would get back 
in increased trade vith Cuba and Porto Ricoin the 
articles that are to be admitted free there in ex- 
change for the privileges of the admission of sugar 
bere. Under the proposed treaty ali kinds of meat, 
lard, butter, cheese, lumber. all kinds of articles in 
wrought iron and steel, al! kinds of instruments for 
eee and the industries are to go in free 
of duty, while cotton fabrics, leather, finer 
articles of iron and steel, and many other things 
are admitted at very much reduced rates, and wheat 
flour is cut down in duty about $3 Weed barrel. Un- 
der the present law the duty in ba is about 4 
cents pa pound. on rk, 5 cents per pound on 
lard, three-quarters of a cent per pound on corn, 
$6 40 per 1,000 on lumber, and other articles in pro- 
portion. Cuba and Porto Rico import from ail 
sources now about $50,000,000 worth r year, of 
which about one-fourth, or $13,000,000, already 
comes from the United States, Of this manu- 
faetures of wood, provisions and manufactures of 
iron are about $1,500,000 worth each, breadstuffs be- 
ing also .000, and many other articles of manu- 
facture here running up to $100,000 or $200,000 in 
value,making the totai- $5,000,000,as indicated above.

VAN ZANDT’S LOST NOTES. 


Charged With Being Intoxicated on 
the Stage in Paris. 
From the Paris Gaulois, November 9. 


An incident unheard of and which would 
have been deemed improbable, if not impossi- 
ble, took place last evening at the Opera-Com- 
igue during the seeond act of ‘The ber of 
Seville,” in which Mile. Van Zandt, the Ameri- 
can — donna, was to sing the part of Rosina. 

The second act commences, the scene rep- 
resentsa parlor. To the right a table, near 
the table a chair; on this chair sits Mile. Van 
Zandt. The ore begins the introduction 
of Rosina’s grand aria. The diva rises and 
with a staggering gait advances to the prompt- 
ers box. A profound stupefaction invades 
the audience. What's the mat- 
ter? W hat has happened? Milie 
Van Zandt stands there inert, motionless; her 

face seems Of @ greenish hue in spite of the 
rouge on her cheeks; her dull eyes are fixed on 
the public. She is evidently sick, but then 
why sing! She, however, sings, or attempts to. 
From the first bars it is perceived that her 
voice is uncertain. The Singer glances des- 
perately fi:st at the prompter, then at the lead- 
er of the orchestra. She ‘‘sticks” in her words, 
she wishes to utter a note, the note is false; she 
tries the traditional vocalization; she stops in 
the middie of the run. She sways toand fro; 
she seems e the point of falling. lt is sad in 
the extreme. 

The public now begins to take offense. Vig- 
orous hissing is heard. Some persons, out of 
pity, try to applaud, thinking it to be a sudden 
indisposition. Mile. Van Zandt, asif uncon- 
scious ef the effect she is producing, continnes 
her aria, forgetting half er notes. And al- 
ways this same ard glance, this same in- 
explicable swaying. The audience finally lose 
patiencé, and shout with one voice: 

‘*‘An explanation!” 

M. Daube stops his orchestra. Mile. Van 
Zandt remains in her place apparently not un- 
derstanding what is going on. M. Fugere then 
comes on the stage in his costume of Bartholo 


d ers: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, our colleague, Mille. 
Van Zandt, is seriously ill; the performance 
And, taking the singer’s 
hand, who lets herself be led off the stage like 
a somnambulist, he disappears while the cur- 
tain falls. 

The audience shouts for M. Bouvet. He ap- 
pears dressed as Figaro, and as soon as he can 
inake himself heard says: 

‘Ladies and gentlemen, the physician at- 
tached to the theater is at present with Mlle. 
Van Zandt. He will tell us if she can con- 
tinue her part.” , 

The noise redoubles. Everybody shouts at 
the same time— : 

“Yes!” 

‘*No!” 

Then a rush is made for the lobby and the 
green-room, which is soon filled with all the 
iusicians, journalists and friends present on 
this memorable evening. Questions fly back 
and forth, What's the matter? Why? Is she 
sick? Isshe insane? Alas! nothing of this is, 
unfortunately, true. The sad truth must 
contessed—the sadder because it concerns a 
woman anda woman of talent. Mile. Van 
Zandt is intoxicated—entirely, absolutely intox- 
icated. Detailsare of little importance. The 
truth is that Mile. Van Zandt, the star of a the- 
aier subventioned by the Government, has in- 
toxicated herself the evening of a first perform- 
ance at the risk of compromising the success of 
her theater. 

From the first symptoms M. Carvalho, the 
director, had rushed out of his box and sprung 
. There he is joined by a crowd of 
curious people and by M. Armand Gouzien, the 
comnussary, who is of the opinion that every- 
thing shoud be attempted to continue the per- 
formance. ‘lo have Mile Van Zandt re-appear 
is not to be thought of. Her true condition has 
speedily become known in the audience, and the 
spectators are in a state of super-excitement 
Which forbids any idea of this expedient. Mlle. 
Van Zandt has been brought to her room in a 
condition of complete helplessness, and does 
hot seem to comprehend wet is going on, 

Mlle, Mezeray, who has sung the part of Ro- 
sina at the Gaiety, is discovered in the audi- 
ence and she is induced to jump into the keach, 
and $ ngs the role in her ordinary street uttire.

MILLIONS OF HERRING. 


Easy to Catch; But Hard to Sell, Even 
if They Are Fat. 
From the Boston Globe. 

‘Plenty of herring, but no market this year,” 
said a fisherman who was painting a dory, 
which rested bottom up on the beach at New- 
buryport. ‘*You can catch all the neering you 
want any night, but you can’t sell’em. ‘here 
is one net in use, and two or three boats go out 
at night torcning, but there isn’t much’ money 
in it. Last mght one of the boats brought in 
twenty barrels of fish, and a farmer bought 
the whole lot for $6to put om the landasa 
fertilizer. The squid areso plenty now that 
we can’t seil many herring, even for manure, 
because the farmer would rather have squid. 
We used to sell herring for bait, but they don’t 
do much trawling now. The netters have 
killed that business and only a few boats go out 
trawling. Are the herring good for food? 
Why, certainly, but they’re too cheap to pay 
for catching them. eople about here 
use a good many, and the _ peddlers 
take a few barrels every day and sell the her- 
ring for about five cents a dozen. The fish are 
bigger this year than usual and are first-rate to 
eat, Generally they are abouta third grown 
when they come into the river, but this year 
they are as large as Labrador herring. Where 
they make a business of taking herring and 
curing them in large quantities, it probably 

ys. The regular herring-fishers follow them 

rom Cape Cod ail along the coast to Portland 
and beyond and catch immense quantities, and 
that makes it unprofitable to follow the busi- 
ness in a small way, as they once did here. Be- 
sides that, the small mackerel are very cheap 
now—$2 or $3 a barrel—and people wouid 
rather have mackerel than herring any time. 
It don’t pay very well for three men to work 
all night catching herring at $6 a boat load. In 
fact any kind of fishing don’t pay nearly as 
well as it used to and there are only six boats 
sailing out of Newburyport now. 

“Tf you want to see them catch herring come 
down on the sea-wall at night when the tide 
comes in. In the daytime the herring keep out- 
side and out of sight, but when it grows dark 
they come to the surface and follow the tide, 
The darker the night the better the fishing. 
Three men go out inadory, twotorow and 
one to fish. The best piace for herring is 
where the tide eddies around a ee and the 
fishermen pull out to an eddy and look for the 
school. ‘he man in the bow has a torch, and 
the light attracts the fish. They will get. so 
crazy after a torch on a dark night that 
they'll boil right out of water around the 
boat. It'll be just solid herring and noth- 
ing else, and all a man has to do is to shovel 
them into the boat. I’ve heard some chaps say 
they’ve seen the herring so thick as to lifta 
boat clear out of water, and one fellow down 
on the points swears that hedrove a school in- 
shore one night and walked to the beach on top of 
the herring without getting his feet wet; but 
I’ve always had some doubis about that, The 
same fellow says he’s seen the herring crowd 
each other so far out of water that they'd spill 
right over the gunwales.and fill up the boat 
themselves. I don’t know about that, but it is 
afactthata man with a scoop-net sometimes 
can take in a barrel of fish at one dip. At that 
rate it doesn’t take long to fill a boat to the 
gunwales. That’sabout all there is to ‘torch- 
ing’ herring. You just FO out where tHe fish 
are—and you can easily find the place by row- 
ing the eddies and watching the surface of the

I -can re- 
member, though, when a barrel of herring 
used to bring $9.

A CITY IN THE AIR. 
The Wonderful Pueblo of Ancient 
Acoma. 


Santa Fe Cor. of the Lawrence (Kan.) Journal, 


The gece of Acoma, situated ninety miles 
west uF gn is one of the most re- 
mark communities in New Mexico or the 
United States. To reach ittake the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad to McCarthy Station, and 
then transfer to an Indian pony and ride 
eighteen miles south by east. When near your 
journey’s end you descend almost imperceptibly 
inty the valley six miles in width, in the middle 
of which stands a butte, and on the top of this 
is Acoma. Eight hundred people are living 
there, and they and their ancestors have 
gathered there the sum of their possessions for 
nearly three centuries. This butte is one of 
many that are the remnants of a mesa that has 
been worn away by the erosion of the ages, and 
survives only in flat-topped mountains here and 
there. The valieys between are fertile, and un- 
told generations of men haveseen them covered 
with waving grain and flocks of sheep. 

Some time in the seventeenth century the La- 
guno, or valley Indians, made war upon the 
Acomas for the possession of the country, and 
the latter being the weaker oceupied this butte 
as a defensive position believed to be impregna- 
ble. Their judgment has been abundantly indi- 
cated. It has proved a Gibraltar of strength 
and safety. Thecomparison is not inappropri- 
ate, and in approaching it from the I was 
struck with the resemblance to the pictures I 
have seen of that grim fortress that frowns 
over the straits of the Mediterranean. ‘The 
height above the valley is nearly 400 feet, and 
the walls in several places nearly perpendicular. 
There are two meaus of ascent, one by a flight 
of steps cut into the face of the wall and rising 
at an angle of 45 degrees and the other by a fis- 
sure in the rocks leading up into the heart of 
the mountain. Both ways have been 
trodden by human feet until the steps 
are hollowed out like shallow troughs, Eith- 
er one is exceedingly difficult and neither ts 
tolerably safe. We chose the one along the fis- 
sure. To give an idea of the laboriousness of 
the task, imagine a stairway starting at Mr. 
Grosvenor’s oflice and rising to the top of the 
spire of tke Methodist Church, then continuing 
on an easier angie for 100 feet aad then rising 
again by a steeper grade than ever to an elevya- 
tion higher than the weather vane on the uni- 
versity, and this stairway a precarious footing 
along the sides of a gash in a rugged mountain, 
and you may know how wgeteached Acoma! 
With all the danger and fatijae, itisa laugh- 
able sight to see a person—some other person— 
make the ascent. One has to stride over the 
fissure, one foot on the right hand side and the 
other on the left, and at the same time press 
the hands alternate! y against the rocks for sup- 
port. An Indian will throw a live sheep around 
his neck and go up quite rapidly without touch- 
ing either hand to the rocks; but 1 am satisfied 
I could never do it. 

They vold usof a pathetic incident that oc- 
curred on the outer stairway several ra- 
tions ago. Several men started up, each with 
a sheep on his back. When nearly to the top 
the sheep carried by the foremost man became 
restless, and the shepherd in trying to hold it 
fast lost his footing, and in falling swept his 
companions over the precipice, and they all fell 
on the rocks at the foot in a lifeless heap. The 
Indians have carved a representation of the ac- 
cident on arock near where it occurred, which 
scarcely serves to steady the nerves of those 
who go by that route. et 

The top of the elevation is level, and contains 
an area of 60 or 70 acres. At one side stands 
the pueblo, a blunt pyramid of adobe and 
stone aoneycombed with rooms, at the other 
the church and graveyard, and near the center 
a pond of pure water 30 feet in depth and sev- 
eral rods in extent. 

The priest was made acquainted with the ob- 
ject of our visit, and the ringing of the church 

lis brought the inhabitants of the __— 
around us. When they understood that the 
title to their lands was in question and we had 
come to take testimony they showed great in- 
terest and discussed the various points involved 
with remarkable intelligence, consideripg their 
limited opportunities tor a knowledge of law. 
As nightiall came on a number of the men who 
had been at work in the valley came up, bring- 
ing delicious peaches and grapes, which we 
were glad toaccept in view of the meagre 
preparations for supper. We slept in the 
church, wrapped up in our Navajo blankets, 
and never telt more secure or happier in our 
lives. When the gray dawn pierced through 
the little mica window-panes it revealed great 
roof beams more than a foot in diameter and 
thirty or fo feet long, and through the open 
tower a bell that was cast in 1710, How these 
immense timbers and this bell were brought 
up to the top of this cliff no one living knows. 
The Indians shake their heads and the priest 
shakes his, but no une ventures an opinion, 
The timbers are there, however, as witnesses, 
and morning and night, as the seasons come 
and go and generations pass awey> the beil 
speaks for itself in the silvery tones that pleased 
its founder in far-off Spain when Kin rge 
was on the throne. The adobes—or the earth 
of which they were made—were brought up 
from the valley also, for the top of the butte 
was a bald rockin the beginning. And the 
earth for the graves came the same way, re- 
quiring forty years, the priest said, to com- 
plete the graveyard. It is the only completed 
graveyard I have ever seen, The old priest 
seeined very happy in the charge of his flock 
and his flock seemed happy in possession of 


him. 

When the time for our departure came there 
was handshaking and handshaking and a gra- 
cious blessing from the old man and a message 
to Father De Fouri, and we climbed down from 
the city in the air and rode back in silence to 
the railroad.

Opium is e potent drug, but I will back 
the extract from the gagus staik to effect more 
damage onthe human «ystem than all the 
jum in the world. The natives ewt the 
ant in the early spring. After 
ey have gathered a sufficient quantity, they 
put it in large bowls and crush it with huge 
stones. A grayish sap runs out freely aad this 
they collect and drink after letting it ferment, 
which it does easily. One drink of a pint is 
enough for an ordinary man, but 1 have seen 
natives drink more. Within half an hour after 
imbibing it the drinker becomes perfectly stupid 
and lies around like a log. The spell lasts a day 
or more, during which time the natives say 
they livein paradise.

They then begin to wither 
away like this stalk unti] they die in misery 
and convulsions. [mumediately after death the 
healof the corpse becomes soft as pulp, no 
bones can be felt; the skull is completely eaten 
away. The body begins to swell as though it 
were inflated with gas and immediate burial is 


necessary.

Rev. J. E. Godbey, editor of the Southwestern 
Methodist, has returned from a three weeks’ tour 
of Texas.

The details of her character showed careful work 
and study, but finish is not all that is required of a 
tragedienne. A peony built house may be beauti- 
fully finished, and so a garment made of poor stuff 
may be perfectly sewed and trimmed, but this does 
not make them altogether desirable. If heaving of 
the bosom be distress; if shrugging of the shoulders 
be scorn and contempt; if fierce and vigorous ac- 
tion be passion; if short, hard breathing and moans 
be despair,or shrieking or ha-ha-ha-ing be madness, 
then Miss Mathef is all of these. Yet sbe does not 
present the perfect picture of any of them, even 
with the most suitable actions, The one thing she 
seems to lack is the inherent power—the reserved 
force necessary to the highest reaches of tragedy. 
Her voice is nearly constantly on a high pitch some- 
what above its capability and her modulation is 
not as incisive and expressive as it should be. She 
seldom exhibits repressed emotion. 


Somehow when she was alone on the stage, 
wrestling with a passion, one could not he!p feeling 
as if she were lonely and needed support to entirely 
fill the space which demanded the attention of the 
audience. This feeling probably explains the im- 
pression with which one is apt to leave the theater 
after seeing Miss Mather. I think her capebilities

This is not saying by any means that the perform- 
ance was not enjoyable. Taken altogether it was. 
The play, as a whole, was well rounded out and 
complete. Mr. Frederick Paulding was an excellent 
Romeo, in some parts really very fine. Mr. Levick 
was also admirable as Mercutio, while Miss Jamison 
as the nurse, Miss Fletcher as Lady Capulet, Mr. 
Dean as Friar Lawrence, and the others in the cast 
acquitted themselves fairly well.

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THE KNIGHTS OF HONOR.

$189,000 of Their Money. 


- — 
— 


The Charges Against Mr. Robert J. Breck- 
enridge, Ex-Treasurer—How the Order 
Hopes to Get Hold of Its Money—A His- 
tory of the Trouble. 


The trouble which has been brewing in the 
Knights of Honor for some time past has taken a 
new phase recently in the direct charges brought 
against Robt. J. Breckenridge by the Boston 
Knights of Honor Observer, which alleges that Mr. 
Breckenridge, the Louisville, Kentucky, treasurer 
of the order,is behind $160,000 in his accounts. The 
manner in which this statement has been put is 
liable to do Mr. Breckenridge harm unjustly, and it 
is announced that he will sue for damages for libel 


at once. The publication has created 
& great deal of talk in St. 
Louis, which is now the seat 


of the Supreme Council of the order, and where the 
treasurer elected to succeed Mr. Breckénridge, Mr. 
Jos. W. Branch. resides. 

The order of Knights of Honor was originally or- 
ganized under the laws of Kentucky, and was for a 
long time incorporated in that State alone. Its 
Supreme Lodge was held at different parts of the 
country, however, and traveled about, meeting now 
in Texas, now in Minnesota, nowin New York, as 
the interests of the order seemed to demand. At 
the mecting held some time ago at Chicago it was 
decided to move the Grand Lodge sagt —eveerag A to 
St. Louis, and this was done. Mr. Branch was 
elected treasurer, and a few _ days iater, 
an injunction was issued against Mr. Breckenridge, 
forbidding him to pay over any monies in his pos- 
session to any person claiming to be treasurer of the 
Knights of Honor until! such time as the Court could 
hear and decide who was entitled to the funds. It 
was claimed that 

A KENTUCKY CORPORATION 

must have its headquarters in Kentucky, and that 
its chief officers must reside within the jurisdiction 
of the State where: it was incorporated. It 
was said _ that Mr. Branch's election 
was informa! because it took place out of the State, 
although Mr. Breckinridge and the other grand of 
ficers ior years past were elected out of the State. 
Of course, this injunction was caused by Mr. Breck- 
inridge himself, and is said to have been the result 
of a desire on tbe part of the Louisville banks to 
continue as a depository of the funds. Other stories 
have been afloat, and charges to those 
hrased by the Observer have been afloat 
or some time. Still, Mr. Breckinridge claims to 
have all the money safely in bank. The bank has 
never denied the statement, and the persons on Mr. 
Breckinridge’s bond have displayed no uneasiness. 
The amount at issue is $189,000, not $160,000 as 
stated. The feeling in the order altogether 
against Mr. Breckinridge, even the subordinate 
lodge of which he is a member recognizes Mr, 
Branch as treasurer and remits to him. 

The case will come to trial very shortly, and if the 
Kentucky court makes the injunction perpetual, 
there are 

TWO COURSES OPEN TO THE ORDER, 

both of which will probably be tried. One is to in- 
stitute p in the United States Courts and 
the other is to establish a supreme lodge around 
Mr. Breckinridge in Kentucky,which will be regular, 
according to the Kentucky law, and which will giv 
an opportunity for ou Mr. Breckinridge regu- 
larly and formally. The members of the Supreme 
Lodge in St. Louis do not feel anxious about the re- 
sult, as they say that Mr. Breckinridge’s bo 

are good, and they do not*believe that there is any 
serious shortages.
